Alphonsus Diaz, to the piteous ‘delusions, 
which in recent times have bewildered the 
followers of Huntington, Brothers, and 
Southcott. © The madness ‘of Muncer, 
Stubner and Storek, who kindled a civil 
war in Germany, sacrificed the lives of 
many credulous followers, and committed 
ihe greatest excesses under pretence of 
‘being actuated by a divine impulse ; the 
wild reveries, which broke out in so many 
shapes of intolerance and éruelty durin 
the reiga of the unfortunate Charles, . 
the existence of the Commonwealth ; the 
ravings of the Muggleton and’ Reeves, 
who declared it to be the unpardonable 
sin to reject what they called their spirit- 
ual message ; the scorching zeal of the 
Puritans, which was ready to burst out 
with its consunting fires upon all, who did 
aot profess to ‘seek the Lord under the 
same influences as themselves,-—these 
facts and events, with numerous others of 
a similar nature, have been so many prac- 
tical illustrations of the doctrine of conyer- 
sion by an irresistible agency of the di- 
vine Spirit.

“Review or Da. Caannino’s Sermon.” 
In casting our eyes over the “Review of 
Rev. Dr. Channing’s Discourse preached at 
the dedication of the second Congregational 
Unitarian church, New York, Dec. 7, 1826,” 
gaid to have been written by Rev. Mr. Wis- 
ner, minister o£ an orthodox society it: Bos- 
ton, we could not but smile to see the appar- 
ent avidity with which the reviewer siezed | 
upon the fact—supposed to be sufficient by 
Mr. Wisrer to show that Dr. C’s Sermon 
was very immethodical and unscriptural,— 
that the Dr. had renounced a belief in the 
doctrine of endless misery. He seems to la- 
bor very seriously to prove this fact, as if by 
proving it, he had succeeded in showing that 
Unitarianisin was obviously false. The fol- 
Jowing are his words: 

“Jn 1802, [he is very particular to give 

the date, lest there should be a mistake in so 
decisive a point—] Dr. Channing believed 
and preached the doctrine of the endless 
punishment of the wicked. * * . 
But in 3819 [strange that a man of common 
sense should’ ever be able to discover, or be so 
simple as to renounce, an error in the 
course of 11 years,—] Dr. Channing, speak- 
ing in the name of Unitarians, said, ‘ We 
agree in rejecting’ the doctrine, ‘that a sin- 
gle transgression merits the eternal pains of 
hell” and that, ‘an infinite penalty is due 
from every hurgan being ? [see Baltimore 
Sermon, p. 34.) And in 1820, (be particuiar,) 
he employed, in relation to this subject, in 
the discourse before us, the following lan- 
guage: ‘ We find Trinitariayism connecting 
itself with a scheme. of administration ez- 
ceedingly derogatory tothe divine character.

It is the 
first duty of every civilian and statesman 


justice & impartially administered, the lib- 
jerties aad rights of a nation cannot long 
|exist. The power exercised by his Holi- 
| ness, the Pope, during the tenth and 
twelfth centuries, of absolving Princes 
| and people from the obligation of. an oath, 
| sufficienly prove the dreadful consequen- 
ces of sach an indulgence. 

If I lnow my own heart, I am not less 
a friend to truth than yourself; but I doubt 
very much whether a man is entitled to 
very great credit, who has no other mo- 
tive, than the fear of hell, to induce him 
to speak it. What a spectacle would a 
witness make on the stand, were it known 
to the court and jury, that nothing but the 
terrors ef eternal misery would induce him 
to te the truth! Would the court, the 
jury, the spectators—even you yourself, 
Sir, believe him? I think not. So far as 
my judicial experience enables me to form 
an opinion, I cannot but think that the 
whole court would tremble at the sight of 
him; and abhorrence and disgust cloud 
every countenance. ‘This fact being 
known, he would not be believed; his tes- 
timony would not impress any weight what- 
ever an the mind of a juror, nor would it 
be recapitulated in the jury room as evi- 
dence in the case. He would in fact be 
looked upon as one devoid of morality, re- 
ligion and honor. We read, that the dev- 
ils believe and tremble; but we never read 
of their speaking the truth. 

We will suppose the rule you recom- 
mend to have been adopted, in which case 
the previous question,respecting the creed, 
must always be put to the individual, 
in the same manner it was in Pensylyania 
by Judge Hallowell:—What safety would 
be obtained by it? If the the man, who 
was to testify, should be an actual knave 
and liar, he would have committed his cat- 
echism correctly, and so be able to give 
the court the requisite answers. This he 
might do, and would do, with as much 
readiness as he would assert falsely in any 
other case. This was not the case with 
Judge Hallowell’s witness, The very an- 
swer he gave the judge, viz:—that he did 
not believe in punishment in another world, 
proyed beyond a doubt that he was a man 
of truth, and that he would suffer any ig- 
nominy reproach, contempt, or abuse, 
before he would make false statements. 
This fact béing ascertained, I can see no 
objection t@ his giving his testimony, and 
cannot doubt but that, in the presence of 
his Maker; Wtre Wé at alltimes are, he 
would have told “the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth.” 

There are men, whose veracity, benev- 
olence, piety, and serious religious feel- 
ing, you do not doubt, the purity of whose

tiousness, What is his holiness good for? If 
would say to him,—indulge in all manuer of 
iniquity, for your wickedness will as soon 
bring you to heaven as your holiness. But 
further; it is a very evident case, that the o- 
bedieace of all such persons, is the obedi- 
disnce of a slave under the terror of the lash. 
Yea, it shows very clearly, that under all this 
hypocritical obedience, such persons are in 
love with sin, and nothing under heaven pre- 
vents their outward indulgence of it, but the 
fear of hell torments. Indeed, the objector 
openly avows, that if there was ho hell, he 
would indulge his tusts without restraint. 
Holiness, for its own sake, he does not hove. 
Holiness, from love to God, he Knows noth- 
ing about. And instead of, pursuing it be- 
cause he finds it the way of peace and com- 
fort to, himself, or of atiy benefit to society, 
he confesses it to be aburden; and, but tor 
the terror of hell tormentg, he would prefer 
a liceptioys course of life. Can any Univer- 
salist be a, worse character than this? and if 
there be a hell, can a man be found whe is a 
more. fit subject for its punishment? The 
terror of hell torments is a common topic. (It 
is held up in such a dreadful and. terrific 

point of view, that we do not much wonder 
that the objector loses sight of every thing 
else, and thinks that all he has need to be 
saved from, is merely from hell torments. 
We must here indulge ourselyes with a few 
remarks relative to this view of the su j:ct 

“To be saved from hell torments is aii the 
objector seems congepged about. This we 
fear is the case with too many. We are not 
much surprised that it is so; for in preach- 
ing about hell, the chief thing held up to 
view, is to be saved from such a dreadful 
place of punishment. This theme is so much 
dwelt upon, and this place is described in 
such a way, that the hearer’s mind is wholly 
absorbed with it. To be saved from this 
dreadful place is,@vith him, the most essen- 
‘ial part of religion, “ 

“The objector has a very wrong view both 
of sin, and the salvation of Jesms Christ. He 
thinks sin a pleasant, good thing, if it were 
not forthe hell torments in which it must 
end. Heplainly intimates that this is the 
chief, if not the only thing, which prevents 
his present enjoyment of all the pleasures of 
sin for a season. Now nothing, we. think, 
inore obvious frain Soripture, than this, that 
sin is connected with present misery ; and 
that truth and holiness are productive of hap- 
piness. ‘Phe ways of transgressors are. bard, 
whilst wisdom’s ways are ways of pleasant- 
ness, and all her paths lead to peace. A man 
that feareth the Hoord happy is he; bat though 
-he wieged join hand in hand they shall not 
yu unpunished. Licentiousness is insepara- 
bly connected with loss of bealth, reputation, 
and property; besides all the pangs of re- 
morse and mental agony to the individual. 
Holiness is connected with health, reputation, 
and ‘empo al prosperity, in addition to peace 
and serenity of miad, which are worth every 
thing else tne world can afford. But the ob- 
jector does not think so; for he seems to 
think that a life of licentiousness is the most 
happy kind of life he could lead, and but for 
the dread he has of hell torments, would
